Four policemen were killed and 
142 policemen and civilians were 
injured Sunday night in an ex- 
plosion which “virtually leveled” 
the Hatfa Police Station. a Gove 
ernment communique announced. 

The blast was caused by deto- 
nation of an automobile load of 
explosives driven against the side 
of the building by men unofficial- 
ly described as “Jewish terror- 
ists.” 

The dead were two British po- 
licemen and two Arab temporary 
constables. Sixty-two of the in- 
jured were policemen, British, 
Arab and Jewish. Two of the 
Britons were in serious condition.

One-third 
of the State’s once-productive land 
was left sick and dying. 


It was then that the people of 
Georgia began to realize what was 
happening. They began to listen 
to the doctrines of crop rotation, 
soil conservation and farm diversi- 
fication preached by the Georgia 
Agricultural Extension ~ervice 
and the Federal Soil Conservation 
Service. 

On strategic farms throughout 
the State, these men demonstrated 
the science of farming. They 
showed how gullies could be sta- 
bilized by kudzu, how land could 
be nailed down by cover crops.

racing, of landscape farming. They 
demonstrated the fact that yields 
could be doubled, tripled and even

A month ago, it was generally con- 
eeded that the session of the State Legis- 
lature which convenes today was by far 
the most important in Georgia's modern 
history. 

Last Summer’s gubernatorial primary 
was a peculiar one in that every candidate 
offered on a platform of a continuation of 
the fifty percent teacher salary increase 
and a further expansion of various State 
services. Aygd, although this paper and 
others make the recurring demand, “Where 
are you going to get the money?” not one 
offered any specific program of raising 
revenue to meet the expense entailed. 


Thus it was that a month ago the prob- 
lem of finding sufficient additional funds 
to carry on the program on which the 
successful gubernatorial candidate had 
been elected alone was enough to mark 
this session of the General Assembly a 
critical one. 


Since then, the untimely death of the 
Governor-Elect has intensified the Legis- 
lature’s importance. 

Many are of the honest opinion that it 
is up to the General Assembly to elect a 
Governor from the two men yet alive 
receiving the highest number of votes in 
the November election. 

Even those who scorn this interpreta- 
tion of the ambiguous State Constitution 
admit that the Legislature will decide, 
subject to possible court review, whether 


or not it will attempt to do so. 

And that, too, is a decision of tremen- 
dous import, placing an unprecedented re- 
sponsibility upon them which many leg- 
islators wish might some-way be evaded. 

The Constitution has taken no partisan 
stand on the question of what should be 
done in the gubernatorial dilemma. We 
have endeavored to present in unbiased 
manner the news stemming from .the 
claims and counter-claims of the two 
major contestants. . 

We do recommend that the issue be 
settled on the morrow, as prescribed, and 
without recourse to bitterness. 

Regardless of to whom it accords the 
governorship, the Legislature yet faces 
the same great problems it did before the 
death of the Governor-Elect. These prob- 
lems will take not only all the time allotted 
for this session, but they will need a legis- 
lative unity which can well be broken by 
a drawn-out dog-fight over the executive 
choice. 

The people have a right to expect that 
tomorrow’s decision will: be made speedily 
and without splitting the Legislature irre- 
trievably asunder. 

Much work of importance to the State’s 
growth and prosperity will remain to be 
done. The General Assembly cannot af- 
ford to allow itself to be torn by a per- 
manent factionalism which will preclude 
the solving of the great problems it must 
face. 


Crackdown on Drunk Drivers 


Judge Luke Arnold has announced 
that in the future the sentence for drivers 
convicted of drunk driving in cases in- 
volving involuntary manslaughter will be 
60 days in the stockade. 

We trust this will be applied without 
exception. And that the public will give 
it great popular support. 

Shocking is the revelation by Judge 
Arnold that of 18 persons bound over on 
this charge in recent months, 11 received 
no-bills from the grand jury, two were 
tried and found not guilty, two had their 
cases dismissed, and three have not yet 
been tried. : 


Serving a stockade sentence does not 
bar further prosecution. Revelation that 
drunk drivers apparently experience little 
difficylty in higher courts, often because 
a civil suit is settled out of court, is dis- 
turbing. It makes it all the more impor- 
tant that the traffic judge impose the 
stockade sentence and that it be auto- 
matic on conviction. 

It is possible an automatic stockade 
sentence for plain drunk driving also 
should be adopted. Certainly the public 
would support it. As well as the decision 
to so punish those convicted in involun- 
tary manslaughter cases. 


Better Late Than Never---But.... 


For two months picketing waitresses 
have paraded up and down beforé a local 
restaurant. 


They walked out following discharge of 
one of their number for insolence, their 
action having the backing of the interna- 
tional officers of the Hotel and Restaurant 
Employes’ Association (AFL) which had 
investigated the incident and certified it 
as a Strike. 

Now, however, comes Henry Chandler, 
President of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor, to call it off. 


“The Federation does not intend to su- 


persede the International,” says Mr. Chan- 
dler, “but we want to be consulted before 
they go ahead and wade into something 
which embarrasses us and the labor move- 
ment.” 

The public will applaud Mr. Chandler’s 
action. 

Apyarently more and more labor lead- 
ers are recognizing the fact that such wild- 
cat strikes do labor more harm than they 
offer any possible good. 

Still, it is a sad commentary on the lack 
of labor unity that the walkout continued 
for two full months before action was 
taken to terminate it.

It is not merely fantastic, it is alarming, that s» many persons 
consider there is a sort of kinship between Britain’s Labor Govern- 
ment, which is socialistic, and the Soviets’, which is communistic, 
with certain socialistic modifications.

Britain, said 
Pravda, was undermining democracy. Britain, thundered Pravda, 
was trying to create another Fuehrer. 

All this, forsooth, because the British invited the head of the 
German Socialist Party to London to visit the heads of the British 
Socialist Party. 

The Russians, of course, have been and are giving full support 
to Communist parties and resent most emphatically any. criticism 
of that policy. 


Soviets It must be understood that the-Soviets detest the Social- 

ist much more than the capitalist. The Soviets feel that 
the only real threat they have is from the Social-Democrats—the 
non-Communist left. 

Never are the Soviets as abusive of Wall Street as they are of 
Attlee’s Government or Socialists anywhere. The bedrock of silli- 
ness is for Americans to charge their genuine liberals (as separate 
from the professional liberal) with being Communists or having 
Communist leanings. The Communists detest them as much as 
they have a contempt for, and use, a professional] liberal like Elliott 
Roosevelt. Note they have never had a word of praise for Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who is outspoken against Communism and who pro- 
foundly was disturbed by her son, Elliott. Yet many Americans 


foolishly speak of her as a Communist.

* all the planning -the Soviets do, or have done, and yet 
agree to do it within the framework of personal and political 
freedom. 

This the Communists cannot and do not promise. 

They can’t deliver freedom of a personal and political nature. 
Indeed, they argue it is a mistake to allow a person to have a free 
choice. The State must decide. 

This explains why the Soviets have never tried a head-on 
contest with Britain’s present political ideology. They gleefully go, 
and properly, for such governments as exist in Spain and Greece. 

It is highly important that Americans understand all this. It 
explains why we cannot afford to permit a depression to happen 
in this country. It illustrates why we must make the American 
way work well. So well, indeed, that it will be obvious to all 
that it does work well. This country is the only place where it 
now exists. 

Therefore, the Soviet planners believe we will bungle it. They 
reserve their most abusive words and phrases for the Social-Demo- 
crats who have composed the parties in the various countries that 
have defeated the Communist parties in elections. ! 

It is important we not make any errors when our foreign policy 
begins to operate. It operates largely on public opinion. And 
when a literate person begins a letter saying, “Now that Britain 
and Russia have about the same type government——”, you worry.

cabs. Or that is my understanding. In the cause 
of traffic flow, in co-operating to keep all traffic moving and thus 
avert irritating traffic jams, street cars and buses try to maintain 
their proper schedules and to make their runs in accordance with 
the exact time regulation set down by the experts of the companies 
by which they are operated. 

There are, however, exceptions to all rules. There are circum- 
stances which call for special service, circumstances which require, 
by the intelligent bus or trolley operator, judgment in place of 
slavish subservience to a schedule. 

I sometimes think the supervisors, those who train our bus 
and trolley operators, the powers that be in the transportation 
services, demand too abject obedience to “dat ole debbil schedule,” 
and thus defeat, at times, the very ends they would serve.

Ignore the Passenger aria ox not, ignore the individual 
passenger, or would-be passenger, in favor of their schedule can- 
not be denied. 

Just one week ago I waited at the northwest corner of Alabama 
and Broad Streets for a Shoppers’ Bus going south. . Time, ap- 
proximately 3:15 p. m. 

There is, you may or may not know, an arrangement of.a chain 
on posts at this corner, intended as a safety precaution for persons 
waiting to board buses or street cars. : 

On the day I remember, the space between the cars and this 
chain was so filled with waiting passengers you simply could not 
force your way through. 

A street car stopped at the corner. Another immediately behind 
it. The Shoppers’ Bus I wanted, right behind the second trolley. 
I saw the bus open its door and some pasengers get aboard, but, 
as stated, it was impossible for me to force my way through the 
crush, The traffic light changed. The trolleys moved ahead, 
across the intersection. So did my bus. Despite all’'my signals, the 
driver evidently considered the inconvenience of one potential nickel 
fare as nothing compared to the importance of getting his bus across 
Alabama before the light changed. 

So I was left, shivering, on a cold, wet day, to wonder whether 
the next bus would permit me to get aboard. I decided the chance 
‘was not good enough and walked, through the rain, to my destina- 
tion. And went to bed at 8 o’clock that night with a cough and 
a hot water bottle and a dose of aspirin. 

Some day, if this sort of thing becomes a habit, I'll haunt the 
bus company officials until they put up a tombstone over my grave, 
suitably inscribed, “Sacrificed to a schedule.” : 


Nor was this experience the only one. I have 
Other Instances been left standing at the properly designated 
stop when other buses decided I made a mistake in not walking 
half a block to whatever spot the operator chose as his official stop- 
ping place for that trip. 

I ruined a carefully acquired reputation for always renewing 
my notes at the bank on the exact date due when a street car 
motorman left me waiting at the stop—while his half-empty car 
passed me at half speed—for 15 minutes until the next car came 
along. Thus landing me at the bank after closing time. 


While on the subject of traffic, from one angle, 
I see where City Council has repealed one traffic 
rule, adopted only a couple of months ago. That was the rule 
prohibiting autoists from making right turns on a red light. The 
repeal leaves the old rule in force, permitting such turns but only 
after the auto has come to a complete stop at the corner. 

‘The repeal was wise. There is no reason, in the cause of safety, 
why the motorist sufficiently careful and law observing to come 
to the required full stop should not turn right if his way is clear. No 
one observed the new rule anyway and police made no effort to 
enforce it. So, it is better off the books. 

Incidentally, how about that rule prohibiting left turns aft the 
intersection of Edgewood and Courtland? For traffic moving east 
on Edgewood. 

There is a sign, but it is so hidden behind a post and other signs 
it can scarcely be seen. And many motorists make the left turn 
there, just as always. 

There is apparently another regulation which should be enforced 
or repealed. 

But, with the sign so inconspicuously placed, it would seem 
unfair to penalize any driver who failed to see it.

General Marshall 
Best: Possible Choice 


WASHINGTON—The more it is considered, 

the more apparent it seems that President Tru- 

man displayed a flash of genius in naming Gen, 

George Marshall as Secretary of State to succeed James F. Byrnes, 
who felt compelled to resign because of failing health. ; 

Entirely aside from the political ymplications of the appoint- 
ment, which in themselves are far-reaching, the selection of the 
former Army Chief of Staff was a master stroke in relation to 
our foreign dealings. 

That is true because no man throughout the world foday eniove 
a greater prestige than Gen. Marshall. He is universally recognized 
as one of the military giants of the Allied war effort. 

Moreover, from his association with President Roosevelt at 
Yalta and Cairo, and with President Truman at Potsdam, he has 
come to be respected in London and Moscow as a man Who can 
neither be bluffed, fooled nor pushed around. 

Also the appointment of a military man of his great prestige 
as Secretary of State seems fitting in view of the trend in diplomacy. 
The advent of the atomic bomb has brought forth a new conception 
of foreign dealings. It has forced a closer union between the 
military and the diplomatic functions of a nation. 
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Integrity The Atomic Age introduces the threat of instant 
and annihilating warfare. It demands that the 
closest relationsh'p exist between the military and the diplomatic 
departments of government. 

No man is better acquainted with the military potentiality of 
the mighty A-bomb than Gen. Marshall. Who, then. is better 
equipped than he to apply its knowledge to our foreign dealings? 

But it is not only this quality which will serve him in the 
highest stead in his negotiations with the Russians and the British 
over the final peace settlement. The British and the Russians 
know from their past dealings with him that the American General 
is a man of the highest attainments, mentally and morally. His 
integrity is beyond reproach. 

They will know that when he lays down a proposition it will 
not be offered as the basis of negotiation or compromise. Far less 
latitude may be expected from him in this respect than is associated 
with the traditional methods of diplomatic dealing. 

A military man of the sternest discipline, Gen. Marshall may be 
expected to give us a brand of diplomacy that comes from the 
military school. When he sets down a formula for the solution of 
problems besetting the Allied peace conference, it will be known 
that it comes from a man whose position is to be respected in 
the highest. ; 

In a word, he will offer the velvet glove with one hand and the 
mailed fist with the other. 

President Truman is known to have the very highest regard 
for Gen. Marshall's intellectual attainments. Before he was ever 
even Vice President, he is said to have referred to him often as the 
greatest living American. He made this appraisal of the General 
from his numerous contacts with him as Army Chief of Staff. 

It is natural, therefore, that Mr. Truman 


No Second Choice should have turned to Gen. Marshall early 
as the man he would like to\ have sit in the Number One position in 
his Cabinet. 

We are told that the President decided on him when Byrnes 
first indicated to him last April that he might be forced to step 
down as Secretary of State. Gen. Marshall was evidently sent to 
China as our Ambassador to give him the background for the 
later appointment. 

We do know now that Mr. Truman has never had any second 
choice for the post once it was vacated by Byrnes. 

The estimate the President places on the General is shared by 
other government and congressional leaders who have been closely 
associated with him in his direction of the war effort. No man 
is held in higher esteem. 

Rep. James W. Wadsworth, Republican, of New York, one of the 
really able members of the House, if not the ablest of them all. said 
of Gen. Marshall that he has the capacity for making “one of the 
greatest Secretaries of State of all times.” 

That is going about as far as anyone could go. It refiects the 
general consensus of feeling. Great things are expected of the new 
Secretary of State. If he succeeds half as well in his diplomatie 
assignment as he did in his role of military leader, he will carve 
an even more enduring name for himself in American history,

The names of men who adorned an honored 

n are written high on the scroll of Geor- 

gia journalists. One has but to mention Henry 
W. Grady, Joel Chandler Harris, Patrick Walsh, 


J. H. Estill and others whose names come readily — 


to mind to be reminded that great men have 


sat in sanctumse in this state. 


Yet, when tribute is paid to Georgia journalism 
and the men and women who have brought it 
to its present high place, one must think not of 
a few but of many—not of a small galaxy of 
brilliant editors whose genius a nation has ac- 
¢laimed, but of editors who lived close to the 
people into whose homes their weekly, semi- 
weekly and small-city daily publications have 
been going for generations. 


It is here that Georgia’s greatest contribution 
in the field of journalism has been made. Many 
of the high-ranking newspapers of the United 
States are published in Georgia.: Some of them 
may not always have been “long on style,” yet
